1 . We feoommend that you get competent firearms instfuCvion in s^fe handling 
before using Ihis firearm. Please ask your deaJer. All guns are extremely 
dangerous if carelessly handled or used . Reme mber that the firearm user is the 
primary “safety" and to depend on any mechanical devices Is to be only half 
safe.

Get instructions from a competent firearms instructor before using this or any 
firearm.

Always keep (he gun pointed in a safe direction. Treat every gun as if rt is 
loaded.., all the time.

Remennber, a fired 
projectile can travel over a mile (irKluding a Noochet) and Is capable of going 
through walls. 

Guns and alcohol or drugs d o not mx Don't take any alcohol Ic beverages ar^d/ 
or drugs before or during shooting adrvities. 

Never pull a gun toward you by the muzzle. Don't cEimb a tree^ cross a ditch or 
fence wilh a loaded gun. 

Always empty guns before entering a house, car^ truck, boat^ RV^ camp or any 
buikfing. 

When receiving a gun. afways open the action and check to inake sure the 
chamber is unloaded, 

NEVER accept anyone's word th^ta gun is ^unloaded" or^empty". You ehould 
immediately open the action and check to make sure it is unloaded. 

Be careful with ALL an¥TUjnitipn. Even “blank" cartridges are deadly at clos& 
range due to the muzzle bfasL Make sure your ammunition is in new and fn 
good cfean condition. Do HOT oil or grease ammo as this may damage the 
cartridge priofVBr. Do NOT tamper wither alter the standard factory ammunition. 

Keep fireaima unloaded when not actually in use. Load the gun only when on 
the range preparing to fire and unload it before teaving the range. 

Never put your hand over the muzzle of a gun. 

ALWAYS WEAR protective shooting glasses and hearing protection when 
using firearms. 

Spectators should be at least tO feet behind and away from (he shoo(er while 
the shooter is loading, shooting and unloading. Spectators should wear 
protection tor hearing and sight loss and they should avoid distracting those 
shooting their fFrearms. 

Never drop your gun, (f you do drop itr unload it and check it for proper tunction 
before using it again. 

Do hot alter or modify your gun. Don't try to change your gun's trigger pulL 
because Jl may affed scar engagement and Ihereby cause accidental firing. 

Do NOT jemovB any internal safety or safety device on the firearm. Safety 
machanisrrfcs are designed to protect you from injury or death. 

Do maintain and keep your gun clean. Keep in a dry pface away from olher 
metals and water. W your gun shows sign of corrosion or inrip roper operation, 
have it serviced by acompeienl gunsmith.

the muzzle pointed in a saJe direction when loading and unloading your 
gun. Never point the rnuzzle at anyone. 

Never Shoot ml hard flat surfaces or water... .bullets ricochet. 

If a gun tails to firs when th e trig g er is pu If ed , keep ft poi nted down range at the 
target lor BO seconds. Sometimes slow primer ignition will camse a “hang fire*^ 
and the cartridge wiEI go off after a short pause. If it still falls to f I re . keep muzzle 
pointed in safe direction and avoid exposure to tie breech, as you attempt to 
unload your firearm. 

Never let waler, enow, mud or other material enter the barret. Always be sure 
the barrel is free of any obstruction. 

Since many ammunition i dentiffcatiDns souncf simi lar, be sure that you use only 
the oorrecl amnniunitjon for your gun. Do NOT use the wrong size or wrong 
strength ammunition jn your firearm. 

Repeated and prolonged exposure to gunfire may cause toxic levels of lead in 
your body. High levels of lead in the blood may result in cancer, impotency, 
birth detects and other serious phystcal injury. Whan shooting indoors, mai^a 
sure there is proper fresh air ventilation. 

T each child ren : 1 NOT to touch g u ns . bu II els . cartridges , shells, flares or any 
explosive device and 2. If they discovery such a dangerous item or weapon, 
they must imnijedtately report its location to their parents, school teacher or 
police. 

Remember a firearm has the capability of faking your life or the life of sortieone 
else. Be oareful wrth your firearm -- an acctdent is almost always the result of 
notfdifowing basic satsty rules. 

HOM E safety is pro B ably your biggest CO N CERN . We suggest a g un 
lock s-uch as Master Gun Locks. They work on most firearms and are available 
rn gun shops and spoiling goods departments. For more infcriTiation write: 
Master Gun Locks: Master Lock Company, P.O. Box 1D367, Milwaukee. Wl 
53210- You have invested this much in your new firearm, now Invest a little 
more in your famity's safely. 

USED FIREARMS - tf you go1 your European American Armoty firearm as a 
used gun, BEFORE USING IT you should unload it and chadkall ilsfuncticsns 
to be sure it works correctly. Fireamis are sometimes altered to work 
incorrectiy, or parts maybe removed, lost or raplaced with incorrect parts. First, 
unload it and check it yourself and then take it to a good gunsmith who knows 
European American ArmoTy firearms, and have him examine il. 

WHITE US concemi ng any items or ol roumstances wh Ich you don't understand 
and which might relate to your safety and the operation of your firearm. 
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WARNING 

BEFORE LOADING or llring 3 shotgun, a^^amine the bore and the Firing 
chamber to be certain they are clean and Free of any obsiruotion. Even a heavy 
coat of oil grease . snovy or water may reau It in damag e to the firearm and inj ury 
to the shooter and^^or pe-rsons near Ihe firearm. A misfire or unustiai sound 
upon firing is a signal to cease firing and to examirTe chamber and bore. If 
there is any obstruction, clear the obstruction and clean the bore and chamber 
before firing. 

FIRING WARNING 

Wnen shooting, full eye and ear protection is mandatory atall tlmeE. Shootars 
and epeotarofs must vyear shooing glaases and sound suppressor to prevent 
eye injury and haaring toss. Ws/on Foss and hearr'ng rrnpaFrmient can occur 
with on^y one moment of non-prot^QtiQn. 

WAR N I N G 

Any borg obstructjon, even if it Is only parUy blocked ^ may cause the gun to 
btow up if it is fired, or may cause danrege to the gun such as a bulged barrel. 
To avoid injury or death to the shooter or bystanders, check the banal befora 
shooting or if a shot does not sound normal. 

WAR N I N G 

Always keep the miuzzle pointed in a safe direction ! Never attempt to (cad or 
unload any firearm fnside a vehicle, building or other confined space {except a 
properly constructed shooting range). Enclosed areas frequently offer no 
completely safe direction in which to point the firearm. If an accidental 
discharge oocurs, there is great risk of injury or property damage. Before 
loading, always dean all ^ grease and oil from the bore end chamber, and check 
to be certain that no obstruction is in the barrel. Any foreign matter in the barrel 
cou Id result I n a bulged or buf si barrel or other damag e to the liraarm and could 
cause serious injury to the shooter or to others. 

WARN 1 N G 

IF there is any reason to suspect that s bullet or projectile ig obstructing the 
barreUmmedfetely unload thefiiearm (See Unloading Instructions) and check 
the chamber and the bore. A bullet may be lodged some distance dt3wn the 
barrel where it can not easily be seen. Check the bore by using a cleaning rod 
to pass through the barrel. If a blockage is in the bore, DO NOJ ATTEMPT TO 
SHOOT IT OUT WITH ANOTHER CARTRIDGE, OR BLOW IT OUT WITH A 
BLANK CARTRIDGE OR A CARTRIDGE FROM WHICH THE BULLET HAS 
BEEN REMOVED. SUCH TECHNIQUE(S) CAN GENERATE EXCESSIVE 
PRESSURE, DAMAGE THE FIREARM AND CAUSE SERIOUS PERSONAL 
INJURY. If the blockage can be removed with a cleaning rotf„ dean any 
unburned powder grains from the bora, chambers & mechanism before 



resuming shooting. If th$ h lockage can noi be dislodged by tapping It with a 
oiaaning rod, take ihe firear-rri to a gunsmith. 

WARNING (Mechanical Malfunctions) 

STOP SHOOTING IMMEDSATELV AND UNLOAD VOUR FIREARM if your 
firearm develops: a mechanicai malSundion; binding of stoppage; spitting 
pawder/gas; a cartridge primer is puncturad; a cartridge case is bulged or 
ruptured; or the sound on firing dees not sound quite right. Do NOT iry one 
mors shot hut unload your firearm and take it and the ammunflionto a qualified 
gunsmith or send it took to EAA for examination. Do not as&umB that the 
shotgun js empty merely because you checked the cbamber. You must also 
check Ihe bore for any fired shot or wad jamrried inside the barrel. 



External Control Parts; 

Trigger Block Safety: Lcca.ted on the receiver fang behind the top lever, slide 
button style. When the Red Dot is showing the shotgun weN fire when the trigger 
is pulled! ! Do not disengage saMy unless you are ready to fire the shotgun. 
(Safety Engaged - Red Dot covered and the trigger is blocked from full travel: 
Safety Disengaged - The Red E)ot is showing and the triggar has full 
travel . MAKE SURE YOU UNDERSTAND HOW THE SAFETY WORKS 
EEfOf^E YOU LOAD OR USE THE SHOTGUN} 

Top Lever: Located on top of the receiver, push to right to break open barrel 
from receiver of ^olgun. 

Trigger: Located in the trigger guard. If the safety is disengaged and the 
mechanisnn has been cocked and the trigger Is pulled to the rear thB shotgun 
will discharge, if there Is a live cartridge in Iho chamber The MP-233 shotgun 
fBatures an unusual double trigger mechanism, where each trigger fires both 
barrels. This trigger rnechahism allows rhe following shooting saquencas: 

- the first pull of the Irorit trigger will discharge the right barrel, the second 
pull of the same trigger will discharge the left barrel, and 
“ the first pull of the back trigger will discharge the left barrel, the second puli 
of the same trigger will discharge the right barrel. 

But, additionally^ the conventional shooting sequonca can be used also, that 
is the pull of the tror^t nigger will discharge the right barrel, and the pull the 
rear lugger will dtscharge the left barrel. 

Trigger mechanism latch butlon: Located on the back portion of the trigger 
guard and intended tor detaching of trigger mechanism for Inspection, cleaning 
and lubrication. Push this button and puU the trigger guard to detach trigger 
mechanism from raeeiv&r of shotgun. MAKE SURE VOUR SHOTGUN IS 
UNLOADED. 

Forend: Located below barrels in front erf receiver, locks barrel assembly into 
receiver, has laitti In the mid lower section lo unlock and lock forend. 
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Directions For Assembly Of 
Shotgun: 

1) Fig i: Whtai you op9n the bOK of your new 

shotgun the barrel and torond is 
separated from Che main portion of the 
shotgun. To attach the barrel and forend first 
remcfve the plastic hags or wrapping malerial 
covering the parts. Then remove ihe foierict 
from the bairol by pulling out the lever in the 
lower m id section of the forend and tipp ir^g Ihe 
forend away from the barrel while pulling fine 
lever out... Check to make sure that the barrel 
is free of foreign matter by looking down the 
barrel (no blockage what-so-sver) 

2) Fig 2: Now push the top lever toths right 
and hold. Do not force the tap lever. 

3) Fig 3A and 3B- Engage the lower locking 
lug looated on the lower portion of the barrel 
with the receiver. The half round cut out on the 
lower locking Lijg frts around the round bar in 
the forward lower portion of the slot in the 
receiver. With the barreJ enga^d into the 
recerver you should bo ahSe to swing the 
barrel up Into the locked position and the lop 
lever sho u Id move hack to the center once the 
barrel is tocked into position. Note: The top 
latch may not move completely to the center 
on a new shotgun until the gun is broken in. 
The latch must move at least three quarters of 
the full travel distance. 

4 ) Rg 4: With the barret locked into the 
receiver pull the latch in the center of the 
forend and place the forend on receiver. With 
an upward swing motion lock the forend onto 
the barrel. Do not force tha forend into it's 
lacked position on the barrel. If the latch does 
not go to Ft's flat position you may push it into 
piece, do not force the kitch into the flat 
position. 






5) Warning... Never fire the gun unless the barrel is locked into position on the 
receiver and the forend is locked into the receiver and barrel. 



e) Fig 5: Make sure the trigger block ^fety is engaged after completion of 
assembly. Red Dot is Covered 
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To Load Shotgun; 

1) Fig 7; Make sure the shotgurii is pointed in 
a safe d inaction at all times^ the trigger blod^ 
safety is engaged, and never allow f ingens or 
objed& to contact trigger.

Do not load shotgun until you are ready to fire 

2) Do not disengage the safety until you are ready to fire. 

3) Make sure the ammo that you are using is the correcl size and gauge. The 
barrel is marked with the gauge and chamber size, barrels marked 3" will aJso 
use 2 3/4" or 3" shot shells. Barrols marked witFi 2 3,''4* will not accept 3" shot 
shells, 

4) Fig S: Visually inspect the chamber^ and 
barrel tor obstrucl:ions by breaking open the 
shotgun by pushing the top lever lo the side 
and tipping the barrel down. The chamber 
and barrel should be free of oil or grease or 
obstrijctions. 

5) Fig 9; After inspection load the correcttype 
of shot shell into the chambers making sure 
that the shells are flush with the extractor, 
then dose the acton by swinging the barrel 
up till It locks Into the feceiver and the top 
lever moves to the cerrter position. If the 1op 
lever Oocs not move to the center break open 
the action again and check to see if the shot 
shell is fully sealed in rhe chamber, if the shell 
Is fully sealed then re-dose the action. It the 
shot shell is not tolly seated check the chamber for blockage and check the 
shell for deformation and retry closing Ihe action once more. If the shell is the 
correct type and the chamber is not blocked and the shell is not deformed and 
the top lever does not move at least three guarlers of the full travel distance to 
the center after closing then unload the gun (follow unloading instructions) 
and have a competent gunsmith look at the gun or return the gun back to 
E.A.A. Corp. for review. Note: The top lever may not move completely to the 
center on a ngw shotgun until the gun is broken in. The lever must move at 
least thr^e quarters of the full travel distance. Try and move the Top Lever to the 
center position by pushing it, do not fence iL... 







WARNING 

you broken &pen the shotgun action with the forearm tnstslted 
the internes hammers are cocked end under sprirtg tension. We suggest 
that you do not keep, cany or store ihe gun with the hammer springs ur}der 
compression. FoUow unloadirtg instructions snd with the gun unJoeded or 
(rte barrel removed puii the triggers to release the hammer springs from 
their compressed state.

If a cartridge does not fire and the trigger has been pulled and the trigger block 
safety ie disengagsd...Stop* and do the toJ^owing: a\ Make sure the gun is 
pointed in a safe direction b) Engage the liigger block safety c} Wait 60 
seconds d) Follow me instruction below for unloading the shotgun. 

If during firing the sound of any cartridge is noticeably softer or louder than the 
previous cartridge fired, Stop! Do not load another carlridge or fire another 
cartrldgs and do the following: a) bfeke sure the gun is pointed in a safe 
direction b) Engage the trigger block safety c) Follow the instruction below for 
unioading the shotgun d} With the shotgun unloaded visually inspect the 
s-hotgun for barrel blockage or damage and inspect the mechanical portion 
■and receiver of the shotgun for damage before continuing.

Always and lastly . swab with 
cotton patch with gun oil to coat and proled Ihe bore and chambera from rust 
and corrosion. 

E) Any powd or f owii ng on the f i ring wall , baireJ, etc. can be easi ly cleaned with 
a brush and powder soJvenft. 

F) All external surfaces should be wiped down with a light coat of rust 
preventative. Avoid using too much oil as dust and,^or debris can get trapped 
in the oil creating a gum that in time will cause misfires. 

G) CAUTIOH In using sol-vents in gun bore cleaning. Prolonged or exoess 
contact with finis h or bluing can damage the g un's fin ishr Be s ure to wl pe away 
ail excess solvent and then lubricate with oil. 

H) A gun should he leaned after firing. In addition, axiGrnal parts shoutd be 
wiped with an oiled doth after handling. A light oil is ordinarily all that is 
necessary in cleaning if the gun has not been fired or fir^d very littfe. If a gun 
is used frequently, it must be cleaned after each firing and regularly serviced by 
a professional -gunsmith. If the gun has been stored, remove all excess oil and/ 
or grease before firing. Alv^ays check to be sure lhat no cleaning patch orctbai 
obstruction remains in the bore or chambers before firing.
